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As in cooking Csh—IIret, catch your fish; so 
id feeding cows for Hic production of milk, 
lint get your cows. Th]9 is an important 
step, as thoro is such a vvkls difference in the 
various breeds of animals In this respect.— 
The Careful altenlion which breeders have 
given to this matter of both quality and quan­ 
tity of milk produced, bas resulted in the 
production of dairy ntock of a very superior 
quality. Of course inurn of this stock, es­ 
pecially tim specimens that, have been im­ 
ported ure what may lie called fancy and held 
at fancy prices. 
Hie enormously high rates 
at which some of flits fancy stock was sold 
last season by Mr. Campbell at ills York Mills 
farm, shows at least tho great and growing 
interest throughout Hie country in favor of 
pure bloods, and those of the very highest 
characteristics for milk qualities. 
We do not 
believe in paying forty, twenty, or even ten 
thousand col’ars for a single animal, a3 was 
paid at that sale; for no cow Is intrinsically 
worth lf, aud oeside It savors too much of the 
kind of speculation which w as rampant in the 
days of the Dutch bulbs and Man rte Multi- 
cit ti Ii*. 
But we do believe in good stock. 
It 
makes all the difference in the world with tho 
(laky farmer whether inc net profits per cow 
are fifty or one hundred dollars per annum.— 
The cost of keeping a poor and good cow are 
the same; but if one breed yields fifty dollars 
a year more than another, then wisdom woald 
seem to dictate Hic purchase of tile best, even 
though it did cost something more la pur­ 
chase money. 
From I he Best testimony gathered from a 
large field of observation, embracing the best 
dairymen throughout the country, the general 
conclusion seems to l»e that the Ayrshire* 
iud Aldern1 yr, ei’herpure or mixed with each 
other, are best for dairy purposes. 
Having Hie cow, how shall we feed her in 
order to procure the best results? It is use­ 
less to expect a cow of never so good breed, 
to produce an abundance of rich milk, unless 
sire be furnished with the proper material 
from which to make it. 
Grapes do not grow 
on thorns or figs on thistles; nor can even a 
Jersey cow produce milk without being fur­ 
nished with food containing all the elements 
of this product. Cows are not miracle work 
ors, but simple milk machines. Give them 
plenty of suitable food and they will return an 
equivalent in milk. 
The animal being graminivorous In its na­ 
ture and habits, It follows that the great fam­ 
ily of grasses is its natural food. Oilier things 
being equal, the cow flourishes best, and dur­ 
ing its lacteal period produces more and richer 
milk w! en fed on the fi t sh, sw eet, succulent 
gt is s grown on upland meadows,than when 
led with any other food however nutritious in 
quality or abundant in quantity. 
Next to 
grass stands clover. 
Perhaps it would fie safe 
to say that grass with a fair admixture of 
clover Is the bc.-t food for milch cows. 
How­ 
ever. these are not to be had at ail seasons iii 
our climate. 
Daring at least six months of 
the year our cuss must be fed with some sort 
of food that bas l*een prepared and stored 
away in the summer season. 
In our winter 
feeding the nearer we can imitate the green 
gras-9 of gummer the better; not forgetting to 
mid t int w hich shall aid tile animal in gener­ 
ating Ileal during the inclement reason. 
An imnortant Hem with stock, and especial- 
Iv with milch cows, is a supply of pure water. 
One of the barbarous practices SUH In vogue 
with many farmers is the custom of giving 
their rattle water only once a day, aud this 
generally ice water. 
Milch cows should be 
supplied w ith water a l least three Bates a day; 
aud if it coaid Ila moderately warmed so much 
the belter. 
In not ic in" a few days since the 
treatment which a gentleman gave Ii1s“Moms- 
aw l tlob'iu" cow, we were struck with the 
fact that lie gave several times a day a pall of 
tnt,'m water with a little corn meal or wheat 
bran stilled in; beside she received plenty of 
goad hay, cut aud wet with warm water, abo 
a |Kick of some sort of roots, cither potato* -', 
carrots or beets. 
Every farmer is unhappily 
fatnilirr with the great difference in the am't 
of milk furnished by winter and summer fed 
cow ?. 
This can to a great extent be remedied 
by "realer painstaking iii feeding. 
It is well 
understood that some kinds of feed increase 
the flow' of milk', us wheat bran, brewers’ 
grains, beets, potatoes, Ac., while its quality 
Is correspondingly impoverished; while other 
articles of food improve lite quality, without 
-eii-il h increasing Hie quantity. 
Among the 
latter are earl) cut hay, clover, Indian corn 
and oil cake. These latter in part at least, 
should never bo omitted, especially in winter 
feeding, not only for the sake of lbs quality 
of the milk, but to keep the animal in good 
heart. 
Above ail treat milch cows with great 
kindness. Never scold or w hip them, or allow 
boys or dogs lo worry them. Keep your milch 
cows warm, well fed, watered and well bitted, 
ami iii your milk pud you shall find your re­ 
ward.

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T r o t ! I t a u n A r t e s i a n At e l l . 
The American Journal of Science aud Arts I 
presents the following curious statement: Mr. 
Bard, the agent of tile California Petroleum 
Company, al San Buenaventura, was lately 
engaged in constructing a wharf at a point 
southeast of that place. 
Wanting waler lo 
supply this wharf, lie commenced sinking an 
artesian well on Hie sea beach, not 5 feet from 
high water mark. 
At the depth of I Id feet a 
strong flow of water was obtained, vvjiich 
sau ted forth to a hight of thirty feet. 
It was 
controlled with a “ gooss neck,” and utilized. 
One day, while the agent was absent, the men 
round Hie well nsliced fish in the waste water. 
Ou his return they called his attention to the 
fact, and on examination the well was found 
to be tilled with youug trout, thousands of 
them being throw n out at every jet. These 
trout were all the same size (about two inches 
hog) aud jierfccily developed. 
The eyes were 
found perfect. 
Now there is no stream nearer 
than the Bauta Clara river, several miles dis­ 
tant. Could these fish then, it is asked, have 
come from its head waters by some subterra­ 
nean outlet ? There are no trout in the lower 
portions of Hie stream.

F E E D FO R . n a c i l c o w s . 
NUMBER TWO. 
As iu cooking Csh—llrst catch your fish; so 
iQ feeding cows for the production of milk, 
lirst get your cows. This is an important 
step, as there is such a wide diflerence in the 
various breeds of animals in this respect.— 
The Careful attenlion which breeders have 
given to this matter of both quality and quan­ 
tity of milk produced, has resulted lu the 
production of dairy stock of a very superior 
quality. Of course much of this stock, es­ 
pecially the specimens that have been im­ 
ported are what may be called fancy and held 
at fancy prices. The enormously high rates 
at which some of this fancy stock wa3 sold 
last season by Mr. Campbell at his York Mills 
farm, shows at least the great and growing 
interest throughout the country in favor of 
pure bloods, and these of the very highest 
characteristics for milk qualities. We do not 
believe in paying forty, twenty, or even ten 
thousand dollars for a single animal, as was 
paid at that sale; for no cow is intrinsically 
worth it, and oeside it savors too much of the 
kind of. speculation which was rampant in the 
days of (ho Dutch bulbs and Mauris Multi- 
cuulis. But we do believe in good stock. It 
makes all the diflerence in the world with the 
dairy farmer whether the net profits per cow 
are fifty or one hundred dollars per annum.— 
The cost of keeping a poor and good cow are 
the same; but if one breed yields fifty dollars 
a year more than another, then wisdom would 
seem to dictate the purchase of the best, even 
though it did cost something more iu pur­ 
chase money. 
From the 5cst testimony gathered from a 
large field of observation, embracing the best 
dairymen throughout the country, the general 
conclusion seems lo be that the Ayr3hlres 
and Alderney?, either pure or mixed with each 
other, are best for dairy purposes. 
Having the cow, how shall we feed her in 
order to procure the best results ? It is use­ 
less lo expect a cow of never so good breed, 
to produce an abundance of rich milk, unless 
she ho furnished with the proper material 
from which to make it. Grapes do not grow 
on thorns or ligs on thistles; nor can even a 
Jersey cow produce milk without being fur­ 
nished with food containing all the elements 
of this product. Cows arc not miracle work 
ers, but simple milk machines. Give them 
plenty of suitable food and they will return an 
equivalent in milk. 
The animal being graminivorous in its na­ 
ture and habits, it follows that the great fam­ 
ily of grasses is its natural food. Oilier things 
being equal, the cow flourishes best, and dur­ 
ing its lacteal period produces more and richer 
milk when fed on the fresh, sweet, succulent 
grasses grown on upland meadows,than when 
led with any other iood however nutritious in 
quality or abundant in quantity. Next to 
grass stands clover. Perhaps it would be safe 
lo say that grass with a fair admixture of 
clover is the best food for milch cows. How­ 
ever, these are not to be had at all seasons in 
our climate. During at least six months of 
the year our cows must be fed with some sort 
of food that has been prepared and stored 
away in the summer seasou. In our winter 
feeding the nearer we can imitate the green 
grass of summer the better; not forgetting to 
add l hat which shall aid the animal in gener­ 
ating heat during the inclement season. 
An important item with stock, and especial­ 
ly with milch cows, is a supply of pure water. 
One of the barbarous practices still iu vogue 
with many farmers is the custom of giving 
iheir cattle water only once a day, aud this 
generally ice water. Milch cows should be 
supplied with water at least three times a day; 
and if it could be moderately warmed so much 
the better. In nolicin'r a few days since the 
treatment which a gentleman gave his“f/¡oío«- 
aw l dollar” cow, we were struck with the 
fact that he gave several times a day a pail of 
warm water with a little corn meal or wheat 
bran stirred in; beside she received plenty of 
good hay, cut and wet with warm water, also 
a peek of some sort of roots, either potatoes, 
carrots or beets. Every farmer is unhappily 
familiar with the great difference in the am’t 
of milk furnished by winter and summer fed 
cow s. This can to a great extent be remedied 
by greater painstaking in feeding. It is well 
understood that some kinds of feed iuerease 
the flow of milk, as wheat bran, brewers’ 
grains, beets, potatoes, Ac., while its quality 
is correspondingly impoverished; while other 
articles of food improve the quality, without 
sensibly increasing the quantity. Among the 
latter arc early cut hay, clover, Indian corn 
and oil cake. These latter in part at least, 
should never bo omitted, especially in winter 
feeding, not only for the sake of the quality 
of (lie milk, but to keep the animal in good 
heart. Above all treat milch cows with great 
kindness. Never scold or whip them, or allow 
boys or dogs lo worry them. Keep your milch 
cows warm, well fed, watered and well fatted, 
and in your milk pail you shall find your re­ 
ward.

Nintietb Psalms, the choir chanting alternate 
passages. 
The selections from the Fifteenth 
chapter of First Corinthians contained iii the 
burial service were theu read, ufter which the 
choir sang Mendelssohn’s anthem—“Happy 
and blest are they who have endured, for 
though the body dies the soul shall five for­ 
ever.” 
Mr. Foote theu read touchiag passages of 
the service beginning—“Man that is born of 
women is of few days and full of trouble.” 
The choir theu sang Gastarius’ choral— 
‘Leave God to order all thy ways.” 
Prayers of the service followed, after which 
the choir sang Montgomery's hymn—“ Ser­ 
vant of God, well done.” 
Mr. Foote then pronounced the benediction 
and Mendelsohn’s Funeral March was played 
upon the organ as tho remains were removed 
from the church. 


TO THE GRAVE. 
The precession theu reformed and Inc cor­ 
tege slowly proceeded through Beacon and 
Charles streets to Cambridge bridge and 
thence to Mount Auburn, where it arrived 
shortly after six o’clock. 
At the grave tho Lord’s Prayer was recited 
by Rev. Dr. Sunderland, Chaplain of the Unit­ 
ed States Senate. A choil' of forty male voices 
from the Apollo Club sang some appropriate 
music and the benediction by Rev. Mr. Foote 
closed the last sad rites paid to the mortal re­ 
mains of Massachusetts’ senior Senator and 
Boston’s honored son.

A letter of the late Senator Sumner, dated 
March 20, 1873, la published, éxpressing his 
feelings at that time about the silly and insane 
comments with which his famous “ battle-flug 
bill” was received by some ultra-patriotic 
people, in reading it, our own amazement 
that so proper and sensible a proposition could 
have been so misconstrued, is renewed and 
refreshed. The reaction came to be sure, but 
not soon enough to free thousands of men and 
one legislature from the enduring charge of 
conspicuous silliness and bad temper. 
If the Sun’s articles on the extent and quality 
of women drinking in New York are well 
founded—and of that there can be but little 
doubt—the organization of a male crusade 
against it will become imperative. The con­ 
sumption by ladies in high social position of 
wines, and heavy liquors as well, at restau­ 
rants, weddings and other festivities is alarm­ 
ing, and as women too greatly exhilarated are 
worse thau drunken men, and not so easily 
* reached by law, a moral movement to stop 
them in their deplerable career will soon 
necessarily tax the faith and courage of their 
husbands and fathers. 
Judge Lawton’s court last week gave a very 
practical bint of a way in which Temperance 
pebple can do an immense deal for the cau§e 
If they set themselves about it determinedly 
and with the right spirit. 
The Judge fined 
two men thirty dollars each for selling liquor 
on Sunday. Let the Temperance people of 
this city notify all liquor-sellers they are ex­ 
pected to comply with the licenses which give 
them the right to sell at all. 
These totally 
prohibit the sale of liquor on the Sabbath,and 
the dealer who does sell on that day forfeits 
his license, and besides incurs a fine of $30. 
The citizens need only manifest the determi­ 
nation to close the liquor saloons on Sunday, 
to have it done. 
One thing among^others seems to be made 
quite clear by the moiety investigation; that 
however great a nuisance Jayne inay have 
been, he made no money by violating the law. 
He has occupied the position once held by- 
Warren Hastings, who when impeached for 
his proceedings in India said, “Good God, 
there was so much to take without infringing 
upon the law that it would have been madness 
to steal.” Jayne had decidedly too fat a thing 
with all the authority of the United States be­ 
hind to protect and support him to be tempt­ 
ed to make himself a candidate for state 
prison. It is not the legal detective who 
must be punished, for he is not open to it, 
but the laws themselves must be cither re­ 
pealed or essentially modified. 
Unless the 
govemment'apy ha3 unnecessarily and fool­ 
ishly lied, the custom-liouso officials are badly 
implicated in the frauds now undergoing a 
sifting. Jayne of his own free will and ac­ 
cord said that frauds in the custom-house 
would be almost or quite impossible if the of­ 
ficials were not in collusion with those who 
perpetrate them. Amid breathless silence he 
asserted before the committee that out of six­ 
ty-one cases he found fifty-three where cus­ 
toms officials had been dn direct collusion 
with defrauding merchants. lie asserted fur 
ther that when the names of the delinquents 
were reported by him to the Secretary of the 
Treasury, only a portion of them were dis 
missed. Jayne, who is not troubled with su 
perfluous conscientiousness, declared this too 
much for even him and so he “quit.” 


T h e C o m p lim en t to Gladstone. 
Mr. Gladstone, though practically in self 
imposed retirement, has been given an indica 
tion of the estimation in which lps colleagues 
regard him seldom afforded to a public man 
While the Liberal party cannot prevent his re 
tiring from the leadership it gives him to uu 
derstand that his place at its head is kept 
warm for him. Parties arc usually so full of 
aspiring politicians, that leaderships an 
places of power seldom go begging, and Mr 
Gladstone is the first man in many, many 
years who has been so emphatically told that 
even the party itself,and the parly oí progres 
at that, will wait for him. 
It is quite safe to say such an event woul 
be almost impossible in this country. 
Then 
is far le33 responsibility for political manage 
m entiu this country than in England. 
Disraeli bad been an American and the reins 
of government had fallen into hi3 hands, as 
they did in England only a short while ago,he 
never would have refused to take them, but 
would have dashed on as recklessly as Butler 
hini3elf. But in England the assumption of 
power meai)3 responsibility. In America w 
put our public men on a platform and they 
dance around so gaily nobody can positively 
aver they’re oil', and yet know for certain 
they’re not on the same planks they stood so 
sturdily upon at the hustings. 
But ill En« 
laud the parliamentary leader is held to strict 
accouut, and values his own reputation too 
much to shuffle around the political stage cn 
deav oring to deceive the public. 


Prof. Sillim uii a n d Ilia Itccoininciuln 
lions. 
We are to have a new sort of an investiga 
tjon. The scientific people, represented by 
the National Academy of Sciences, propose to 
investigate Prof. Silliman. 
It seems the 
Professor makes a specialty of recommeiulin 
mines, using bis scientific knowledge or his 
scientific reputation in putting them in good 
shape before the public. 
The point the 
Academicians are going to find out is, which 
it is—reputation or knowledge—that Silliman 
puts the most of into his reports. 
It is the Emma mine, which dealt Minister 
Schenck such an unlucky blow in England, 
that now turns up to plague the Professor 
A great deal of money was invested upon the 
strength of Silliman’s opinion,and most of the 
money was lost. It is unfortunate for him, 
whatever may be the sincerity of his recom 
meudations regarding the Emma mine, that 
his predictions regarding other mines have 
proved altogether too flattering, and investors 
in those mining stocks have sunk a great 
deal of capital, while the projectors of the en­ 
terprises have added largely,to their accumu 
lations of portal )lo property. 
If the National Academy would take the 
Professor’s recommendations a3 something to 
start from, and after a thorough investigation 
give us the exact value’of the recommendations 
afloat on all matters of this kind, they would 
confer an incalculable boon upon mankind. 
People are constantly investing in shares of 
whose value they personally have not the 
slightest knowledge nor the least facility for 
discovering it. The scientific quack has be­ 
come almost as numerous in the market as 
Philadelphia diplomas, and is much more dan­ 
gerous. From silver miues and oil wells to 
patent soap and cure-alls, we have scientific 
recommendations by the ream. Let science 
by all means tell us authoritatively who is to 
be believed, and deny membership to all who 
make a business of giving recomme ndations. 
After it lias thoroughly cleaned out the defilers 
of its own temples, it can help exterminate the 
class who stand ready to recommend anything 
that it asks them.

By Mr. GANSON, to amend the charter of 
the Central Trust Co., of New Yorfc, allowing 
loans on unincumbered real estate wortti 
double the amount of the loan, and extending 
time for its organization to one year. 
BILLS PASSED. 
Extending the time for the completion of the 
statutes by Commissioners. 
ASSEMBLY. 
The House met at 7.30 o’clock. 
BILLS INTRODUCED. 
By Mr. OAKLEY, to incorporate the An­ 
glo-American Trust Company. 
By Mr. BENNETT, to provide for the prop­ 
er drainage of lands for the promotion of pub­ 
lic health. 
By Mr. BLUMENTIIAL, providing regula­ 
tions for liability and security in tiie construc­ 
tion of buildings. 
By Mr. OAKLEY, to incorporate the New 
York & Westchester Elevated Rapid Tran 
sit Railroad Company. 
It incorporates Ed 
win Conkling, Henry Stralhley, J. D. Randall 
and others with a capital stock of $5,000,000, 
with power to increase it to $10,000,000 until 
the road pays eight per cent., its property to 
be exempt from taxation. 
By Mr. SULLIVAN, another rapid transit 
bill for New York. It provides that the Gov­ 
ernor and Aldermen of New York each ap­ 
point one commissioner, who, with the Com­ 
missioner of Public Works of New York city, 
will be known as the Railway Commission, to 
determine the route through the city, the con­ 
troller to issue bonds for construction. 
The 
road may be sold or leased to a corporation 
after construction. 
Mr. C. S. SPENCER called up bis resolution 
relative to the action of the New York police 
in connection with the workingmen’s meetin 
last January, and after a brief discussion on 
motion of Mr. Alvord it was referred to the 
Committee on Grievances. 
Mr. FISH offered the following: 
W hereas, It it alleged that the fec3' of the 
Coroners of New York are exorbitant; there 
fore,Resolved, That the Board of Supervisors 
transmit an accouut of fees paid. 
Giving rise to debate it was tabled. 
The bill authorizing the Canal Commission­ 
ers lo.appoint Superintendent of Canals was 
takGii up in Committee of the Whole, but pro­ 
gress was reported without any discussion. 
In the House Mr. ALBERGER moved to 
make the bill a special order for next Th urs- 
day evening. 
Mr. ALVORD moved to make it a week 
from Thursday evening, lie looked upon the 
bill as a partisan one, intended only to get 
those in office out, so that those out can get 
in.Mr. ALVORD’S motion was negatived and 
the bill was made the special order for next 
Thursday evening. 
Adjourned. 
UNITED STATES CONGRESS. 
H O U SE . 
W ashington, March 1G. 
Mr. TREMA1N of New York moved to sus­ 
pend the rules and pass the bill to establish 
an additional judicial district in the State of 
New York, to be known as the Western Dis 
trict, so tl.al there will then be four districts 
in that state—Northern, Southern, Eastern 
and Western Districts, the Judges of all of 
them to receive $5,000 instead of $3,500 a 
year. 
The House refused to suspend the rules and 
Tremaln consented to have the provision in 
regard to- salaries stricken out, leaving all 
salaries at $3,500, bat even as thus modified 
the rules were not suspended. 
Mr. BROMBERG of Alabama moved to sus­ 
pend (he rules and bring up for consideration 
the bill to prevent the importation of conta 
gious or infective discuses into the United 
States. 
'Ihe House refused to second the motion. 
Mr. BROMBERG then endeavored to have 
the bill made a special order for some day a 
week or two hcncp, but the measure was op­ 
posed by Cox and Roberts and other New York 
city members. 
After long debate and ineffectual efforts to 
get a quorum to vote the House at 3:25 p. m., 
without any action on the bill, took a recess 
till half-past seven, the evening session to be 
exclusively for the discussion of the transpor­ 
tation bill. 
evening session. 
The evening session was the most dismal 
failure of a like attempt that has been made 
siuce Congress met. Usually there have been 
between twenty and thirty members present 
at night sessions, even when the subject was 
so dry and uninteresting as the revision of the 
laws; but although the theme for discussion 
to-night was the bill to regulate inter-state 
railroad commerce, there were but eight or 
nine members present when the proceedings 
commenced. The debate was opened by Ken 
•lall of Nevada and contiuued by Orr oi low: 
and Caunon of Illinois.

R eligion » R io ts in D ifferen t Places. 
City o f Mex ico, March 10, Via Havana.— 
At Ahualuleco in the state of Jalisco last Sat­ 
urday morning a priest delivered an incendi­ 
ary sermon, in the course of which he advo­ 
cated the extermination of Protestants. This 
so excited his hearers that an armed mob or 
200 persons gathered in the evening and pro­ 
ceeded to the residence of Rev. John Stevens, 
the Congregational minister sent out by the 
Boston Board of Foreign Missions, with cries 
of “ Long live the Priests.” They broke #into 
the house and seizing the clergyman smashed 
his head to a jelly and chopped his body into 
pieces. They afterwards sacked the house 
and carried of! everything of value. After 
much delay the riot was suppressed by the lo­ 
cal authorities. The government lias sent a 
detachment of troops to the place. A rigid 
investigation has been set on foot and orders 
issued for the arrest of all priests in Ahunlulco 
and the neighboring town of Tesliilan. A mob 
in Saguayo, acting under a similar religious 
frenzy, attacked the small garrison of the 
town, burned the public archives and pillaged 
the houses of the authorities.

T H E E A S T OF SU M N E R . 


Autopsy of H is B o d y —Suspension of 
Ilttsiuess in Boston. 
Boston, March 10.—An autopsy of the body 
of Senator Sumner was made this morning, 
and a report written out as follows: The left 
coronary artery, iu a considerable portion of 
its length, was so much ossified that its cali­ 
bre was diminished at least one-half. The 
right coronary artery slightly atheromatous 
and considerably enlarged; cavities of the 
heart dilated, especially the lower third of left 
ventricle. 
The walls of this ventricle are generally 
thinner than usual, especially so at the poiut 
about an inch and a half from the apex, over 
a space two-thirds of an iuch in diameter. In 
the vicinity of this were several small clots of 
blood, some of which had probably formed 
before death. Nothing abnormal was found 
in the brain or other organs.

Dr. Brown-Sequard says no traces of assault 
committed by Brooks were discovered in the 
braiu. 
There is a very general suspension of busi- 
ucss to-day, including the closing of all pub­ 
lic schools, out of respect to Sumner, whose 
fuueral takes place this afternoon. 
THE OBSEQUIES AT BOSTON. 
Boston, March 16.—The obsequies of Sum­ 
ner took place at half-past three this afternoon 
in King’s Chapel. The remains were .convey­ 
ed from Doric Hall in a hearse drawn by four 
black horses, escorted by a force of mounted 
state constables, followed by a procession of 
the executive and legislative authorities, con­ 
gressional committees and a delegation of 
United States officials, municipal authorities 
and other bodies. The pall-bearers were ex- 
Gov. Cliilord, ex-Gov. Bullock, ex-Gov. Claf 
lin, ex-Gov. Washburn, ex-Cluef Justice Bige­ 
low, Hon. N. P. Banks, Hon. Robert C. Win- 
throp, Hon. Charles Francis Adams, John G. 
Whittier aud Ralph Waldo Emerson. 
As;the casket wa3 borne from the hall down 
the steps the band played the Dead March in 
Saul. The procession passed directly down 
Beacon street between masses of people 
whicli it 
required the exertions of 
large police force to prevent from en­ 
croaching upon the street. 
Preceding the 
Mayor were four men who bore a mas­ 
sive cross, niue feet in height, composed of 
calla lilies, camelias, lilies of the valley, vio­ 
lets and other choice flowers. At the base, on 
a bed of white violets, were the words: “ A 
tribute from his native city and borne.” It 
was probably one of the finest floral ofieriugs 
ever seen iu this city and attracted the atten­ 
tion of thousands before it was moved from 
the main eutrance of the City Hall. 
AT THE CHURCH. 
Arriving at the church, the remains wero 
conveyed slowly down the aisle aud deposited 
in front of the altar. After an organ prelude, 
Rev. Mr. Foote recited in a tremulous voice 
the beautiful sentence of St. John—“ I am the 
resurrection aud the life, saitb the Lord. He 
who believeth in me, though he were dead, 
yet shall lie live; and whosoever liveth and 
believeth in me shall never die.” Then fol­ 
lowed the words of Job—“ I know that my 
Redeemer liveth, and he shall stand at the 
latter day upon the earth, and though after 
my skiu worms destroy this body, yet in my 
flesh shall I see God. We brought nothing 
into this world, and we can carry nothing out. 
The Lord gave and the Lord takelh away. 
Blessed be the namo of the Lord.” 
The choir then sang the Neumark choral— 
“ To Thee, O Lord, I yield my spirit.” 
Mr. Foote then read the Thirty-ninth and 
Nintieth Psalms, the choir chanting alternate 
passages. The selections from the Fifteenth 
chapter of First Corinthians contained in the 
burial service were tben read, after which the 
choir sang Mendelssohn’s anthem—“Happy 
and blest are they who have endured, for 
though the body dies the soul shall live for­ 
ever.” 
Mr. Foote theu read touching passages of 
the service beginning—“Man that is born of 
women is of few days and full of trouble.” 
The choir theu sang Gastariu3’ choral— 
‘Leave God to order all thy ways.” 
Prayers of the service followed, after which 
the choir sang Montgomery’s hymn—“ Ser­ 
vant of God, well done.” 
Mr. Foote then pronounced the benediction 
and Mendelsohn’s Funeral March was played 
upon the organ as the remains were removed 
from the church. 


TO THE GRAVE. 
The procession theu reformed and the cor­ 
tege slowly proceeded through Beacon and 
Charles streets to Cambridge bridge and 
thence to Mount Auburn, where it arrived 
shortly after six o’clock. 
At the grave the Lord’s Prayer was recited 
by Rev. Dr. Sunderlaud, Chaplain of the Unit­ 
ed States Senate. A choit of forty male voices 
from the Apollo Club sang some appropriate 
rnu3ic and the benediction by Rev. Mr. Foote 
closed the last sad rites paid to the mortal re­ 
mains of Massachusetts’ senior Senator and 
Boston’s honored son. 
Iu accordance with Gov. Washburn’s pioc- 
lamation the bells wero tolled during all the 
time the procession was moving. A vast crowd, 
numbering many thousands, gathered in the 
vicinity of the State House and King’s Chupel 
<ind lined the route of the procession. 
HONORING THE DEAD. 
New York, Marcli 1G.—At Toronto, Onta­ 
rio, to-day, the colored people closed their 
business places, held a meetiug and passed 
resolutions of respect for Charles Sumner. 
At Wilmington, N. C., the colored people 
al3o suspended business and held memorial 
servicos iu honor of Sumner. 
New York, March 16.—The Liberal Repub­ 
lican General Committee held a special meet­ 
ing to-night and adopted a series of eulogistic 
and regretful resolutions on Charles Sumner’s 
death. 
Brief addresses were delivered by' 
Gen. Cochrane and Mr. Ilunter,a colored man 
from the Fifth District. 
Cincinnati, March 1G.—An immense audi­ 
ence attended the Sumner memorial meeting 
of colored people here to-night. Addresses 
were made by Rev. C. B. Bovuton, Stanley 
Matthews and others. 
Appropriate resolu­ 
tions were adopted.

S e r m o n b y R e v . J . J . D e a n . 
The following is a synopsis of the sermon 
last Sunday evening at Hie Roudout M. E 
Church by tho pastor on Hebrews XV., 8 
“ Jesus Christ, the same yesterday, and to 
day, and forever.” 
Christ is unchangeable in his nature and 
parposes, the same yesterday ’as to-day and 
forever, but is revealed unto us according to 
our faith, hope aud love. 
The Christ of to 
day or Christianity at present is far in ad 
Vance of yesterday. 
Tills appears in the su 
pcrior nature of religion to withstand all error 
and opposition till they are overcome, and in 
making all secular truth subservient to Us 
purposes. Science falsely so called has boasted 
time after time that it would eclipse Hic light 
of religious truth, but time after time has been 
eclipsed by the Gospel, and lias gone out iii 
darkness. 
Science truly so called iii every 
departm ent of lier work has borrowed light 
from the Cross of Christ. 
Tin* wise men of 
Hie East followed Hie star; it led them to 
Christ. 
Ho is the true light tiiat lightens 
every man that cometh into tim world. 
It 
outshines every other and increases its own 
brilliancy more and more till the perfect day. 
The disciple* of Socrates, Plato and Aristotle, 
of I)ecartc3 and Spinosa, of Locke and Lelbt- 
nltz, of Kent and Fitcbe and Hegel, have 
grown beautifully less with tho flight of the 
ages. 
One school of philosophy exploded Hie 
principles of another till ail were in frag 
mcnts. 
Modern sceptics have shown their 
folly iii gathering lip Hie fragments of those 
old exploded principles and framing them in 
to a new philosophy. 
Tile old wine put into 
new bottles has burst them aud Hie wine is 
spilled and their labor is lost. 
But Hic principles of Hie gospel are sound 
and solid and sublime as the everlasting hills. 
Tho disciples of Jesus have multiplied and 
handed their faith to Hie millions. 
One dark 
place after another has been visited and made 
light in the Lord, till tho present, more fully 
than Hie past, promises that the whole earth 
shall be tilled with Hie knowledge and glory 
of God. 
Christianity sits in beautiful triumph 
and rides from shore to shore on every crest 
cd 
wave of human progress. 
The 
first 
message 
that 
was 
transm itted 
by 
the 
Atlantic cable was t lie very substance of Hie 
gospel: “ Glory lo God in the highest, on 
eartli peace and good will to men.” 
This was 
America’s salutation to England, and Eng­ 
land’s answer I tuck. 
Men may have tliouglit 
nothing especial of it, but Hic God of nature 
and of nations did. 
He meant that one of 
the grandest achievements of modern science 
should preach ids glorious gospel before any­ 
thing else. 
So is steam ,tho great mechanical 
cnt of commerce, which is used to manu­ 
facture aud move and publish the works aud 
wisdom of man, also used to publish Hie 
wisdom and will of God. 
By Hie use of steam 
the Bible is published in every language that 
is s*K)ke;i by the babbling race. 
Ami this is 
but indicative of Hie use Dial Christ makes of 
every material agency and Invention under 
Hic sun to extend and build ap to perfection 
ins everlasting kingdom. 
Christianity not only keeps pace with ba­ 
nian progress, lint goos ahead. 
The world 
was 4,000 years old when Christ appeared in 
person upon Its stage. 
Science had had a 
long day and plenty of opportunities to show 
its |>ower to enlighten and save man. 
But 
history shows that Hie world grow worse and 
wickeder instead of belter. 
It was not until 
the Sun of Righteousness arose alleve the ho­ 
rizon that doubt and darkness and supersti­ 
tion were dispelled, and a lietter day dawned. 
VII tile glory of that better day belongs lo 
Christ, and should be credited to bis gospel, 
ll outshines everythlug\'lse; Christ's voice is 
heard above Hie wildest storm, nod sounds 
like sweet music through all the earth. 
S a ­ 
uce and art have given it many a beautiful 
inflection; but the sound of the silver trumpet 
certain. 
OM men and little children hear 
aud heel? it, and rise up and call Him 
blessed; princes pay their homage at his 
feet, and His praise Is on the lips of kings. 
Iii Hie second place the churches bear testi­ 
mony to tile same truth that Christ is more 
fully revealed to-day titan yesterday. Sceptics 
have endeavored to turn the churches against 
Christ. Ttieopiiosition of the different branches 
has been seized by wicked hands to uproot 
the tree of life. 
And this opjiositioii lias fu r 
rushed too much power. 
A difference of opin­ 
ions lins run into a spirit of intolerance aud 
often into persecution, and some of tho most 
abominable of outrages have been committed 
in the (lame of Christ. 
But men must learn to 
differ without coming to blows. 
According to 
nature the tree has many brandies and its 
branches are its beauty. 
.So according to the 
nature mid con litioti of the human mind men 
must differ, hut those very differences should 
furnish the occasion to show to the world the 
beauty of that charity tiiat hopeth all things, 
and cndurelh all.tilings, and believeth all 
things. 
Aud that Is pre-eminently the spirit 
of Hie churches cif to-day. 
Their eyes have 
tieen opened to see that their especial creed 
does not pronounce the whole of Christianity; 
and that their confession of faith does not 
fathom the infinite Christ. 
In looking around 
) see just what others did hold and teach, in 
digging down to the very foundations of each 
others' theology, lo their surprise they have 
discovered ut the bottom of their faith and 
ho|KJ tin* same chief corner stone, elect and 
precious, Jesus Christ, the same yesterday, 
to-day and forever. 
And in looking up to see 
where they were tending, they have discovered 
there is oue God over all blessed forevermore. 
The diflcrent denominations have become 
ashamed of their petty warfare and have, as a 
genera! thing, thrown down their carnal weap­ 
ons and have joined hearts, aud hands aud 
oleos to do and sudor, to lore aud praise as 
with one heart and voice the Lord God Most 
High. 
Iii the third place individual Christian ex­ 
perience runs higher to-day than yesterday or 
ever before. 
There is a fuller, and riper and 
richer realization of Christ's power to save. 
All Ibis hue and cry about Hie failure of 
Christianity, and the decline of Methodism and 
Protestantism is premature aud a great hum­ 
bug. 
I stand here before you to-night in the 
name of my Lord and Master to preach to you 
‘letter things. 
Wicked as the world is yet, I 
enture the assertion that it is less wicked ami 
more benevolent to-day than ever l»efo;e. Aud 


Ik*csuso the churches never stood shoulder to 
shoulder, and in sweeter sympathy, and love 
and harmony than at present; and simply lo ­ 
calise there is more love of Christ shed abroad 
in the human heart. 
The chut chee are loiter 
becasse the members arc loiter men mid 
women. 
There is more piety aud less preju­ 
dice to-day than ever, 
ll is prejudice aud 
bigotry and blindness that has led to exclu­ 
siveness and.sectarianism and finally to pense- 
cution. 
It is prejudice bora of ignorance 
that lias caused so much ill will among m an­ 
kind. 
Who are the men who have steadily 
voted that others la d no rights they were 
bound to respect? Men so Ignorant they could 
not write their own names. 
Who are the im­ 
migrants who have stubbornly denied to oth­ 
er immigrants the very immunities and privil­ 
eges of citizenship that were given to them ? 
Men so ignorant they could neither write their 
own names, uor read what others have writ­ 
ten. 
As men become enlightened they grow 
liberal aud kind and considerate to others. It 
is Christian enlightment that ha3 produced 
such a change iii the churches. 
Religion is 
more intelligent to-day than ever, and conse­ 
quently more tolerant, and no less enthusias­ 
tic than that of the past. 
Oar fathers did 
wel!*but their children have done belter, and 
ought, for they have had better advantages. 
Oar fathers traveled circuits of hundreds of 
miles in circumference, forded rivers and en­ 
dured hardness as good soldiers of tho Cross. 
But their children have been no less abundant 
in labors. 
There are men in the itineracy of 
to-day whoso circuits follow tho sun and 
whose parish is tho world. 
Our 
beloved 
Bishop Kingsley sleeps to-night kat Beyroot, 
where be fell, at his post of duty, thousands 


of miles away from his friends and home and 
loved oues. 
The missionary spirit in ten 
thousand times ten thousand hearts is beating 
witli more force and zeal to-day than ever. 
In the fourth place this progress is tested by 
its cost. 
Religion costs something nowadays, 
and the cost of an article is an indication of 
its worth. 
I do not mean to be understood 
that religion can be estimated in dollars and 
couts, but our appreciation of it can be partly 
expressed in that way. 
The Christian church 
is the cheapest institution iu the world, but 
yesterday so to speak it was infinitely cheaper. 
The privileges of the Gospel formerly cost lit­ 
tle or nothing. 
To-day the people are willing 
to pay for such privileges, as for others. 
Men 
who thirty years ago received one hundred dol­ 
lars per year for preaching Christ, to-day re­ 
ceive five thousand. 
The centenary year of 
Methodism witnessed Hie people bringing their 
gifts to tile holy altars literally by the millions. 
Then our church makes an annual appropria­ 
tion of a million dollars to teach the heathen 
Hie way of life. 
These material sacrifices are 
evidences of Christian progress. 
The wicked 
world looks on and wonders at it, and says, 
“ See how those Christians love their Lord.” 
Still larger appropriations are to lie made, 
and Hie people are willing to meet them. Tile 
whole army are to be fed and clothed 
d 
equipped anew and the work pushed forward 
till every doubting castle in tile land is dc 
molishod. 
Tile obligation is upon us — 
From G reenland's Icy m ountain*. 
From IiKliu'n cora! strand, 
W here A lrlc's .sunny fountains 
Pol! dow n their golden sand; 
From many un ancien t river, 
From m any a palmy plain 
The it ra il us to deliver

Does the church make no answer? Yes, ten 
thousand voices cry—

have of Christ,and the exalted ministry of that 
knowledge. In days gone by Hie Christian could 
only make his influence publicly felt through 
the pulpit. The many were shut up lo the lower 
walks of life. 
But to-day how changed! The 
Christian is al the bar pleading for justice,up- 
oii Hic bench administering justice,iu Hie Leg­ 
islature and both house* of Congress makin 
laws and in the British Parliament,everywhere 
in Hie higher walks of life. 
To-day the edi­ 
tor sits in his easy chair, daily dictating to 
tho teeming millions pure Christian truth, 
whose rising, spreading glory is to divide the 
darkness and lift the shadow of sin and su­ 
perstition from this and every land. 
Jesus 
Christ, the same yesterday, to-day and forever, 
sits enthroned in Hie Heavens and his Spirit 
rests upon tim earth a constant inspiration. 
It come* to us in .trouble as consolation; it 
comes to us in weakness as power; it comes 
to Hie ignorant as an unerring guide; to the 
broken-hearted as a healer; and ull mankind 
by its almighty power is being reconciled, re­ 
deemed and drawn into the bosom atiJ em­ 
brace of the everlasting Father.

Court wa3 duly culled at 2 P. M. Monday 
afternoon, aud a movement made to call and 
try tho case of The People is. David Smith, 
but as a number ut the witnesses were abient, 
the civil case No. IIG, Win. Hatcher a<jst. 
John W. Kerr, was taken up and argued. The 
attorneys are B. Turner, Jr., for the plaintiff, 
Wm. Lounsbery of counsel for plaintiff, Henry 
Griffith for the defendant. 
Tile Judge re­ 
served his decision. 
In the case of The People vs. David Smith, 
the witnesses having come, a jury was called 
and the trial commenced. 
The attorneys are 
tile District Attorney and J. N. Fiero for the 
prosecution, F. L. Westbrook for Hie prisoner. 
Smith isu man of medium stature, with a boid 
look and features, black hair, and short black 
whiskers round Hie face, no moustache. 
Hi; 
stands indicted as heretofore stated, jointly 
with o n e 
Hominid for entering the house 
of Cornelius W. Legg near Saugerties, on 
the 17lh day ot February 1872. and robbin 
him of some $500 in money. 
These two men, 
one a tall man and the other a short man, 
entered the house, and the tall man saki lie 
liad come to make a search to see if lie paid 
sufficient 
taxes 
on bis bond* and notes 
Finally the small one drew from Iii* pocket a 
pistol, and told him if lie moved lie would 
blow him through. 
Mr. Lcgg then, as a mail 
naturally would do, sat down, when Hie rob­ 
bers went through tin* house and took Hie 
money, the amount before stated. 
The tall 
man wore a mask, while the smaller one had 
a comforter round Ids neck. 
Tho strong point 
of Hie defense no doubt will lie Hie lack of 
proof of identity, and in regard to this it is 
probable the evidence given by the prosecu­ 
tion will not be as strong as it might lie. 
Christina Lasher was Hie first witness 
called, who testified—I ani the housekeeper 
of Cornelius W. L egs; live in Hie northwest 
part of the town of Saugerties, at a place 
called Browerville; I remember the robbery; 
it was on the 17tli of February, between 7 and 
8 o’clock in tho evening; a knock was heard 
at the door; Mr. Lcgg said “Cornein,” and 
two men entered. 
The tall one saki lie had a 
warrant, tiiat we didn’t pay taxes enough on 
note* and bonds; that ho had a horse and 
wagou out doors. 
I told him it was the same 
way at Mr. Bears’ at Britton s (a robbery had 
been committed there a short time before); 
Mr. I.egg got tip to open] the door. 
The tall 
one then told tile little one to take care of 
them; the little oue then took his pistol oat 
and saiii he would blow him through if lie 
stirred. 
Mr. Lcgg then sat down. 
Tho tall 
one took the lamp and went in the other room. 
He first felt under Hie lied; found a chest; the 
tall man told Mr. L<*gg to open Hie chi st; Mr. 
Lcgg opened it bul they found nothing in it. 
Then he went to the other chest in the taxi 
room and told Mr. Lcgg to ojhmi that, 
iii this 
chest he found a roll of bills in an old arith­ 
metic, and some silver in a bag. 
Ile saki I 
will take this money dows to Squire Hora- 
mel's and day after to-morrow ta iii return it 
if it is all rigid; the little oue had on a dark 
gray overcoat, black hat with wide rim, mid­ 
dling high crown; a woolen hat, dark hair, 
dark eyes, pretty dark skin; hail a grey mixed 
or white comforter, dirty round his face*, 
lie 
had dark whiskers, Ticavier thau they are now. 
The tall man had a big long overcoat on, 
plash cap, coat came below his knees; had 
rubber boots on, brown plush cap faded with 
Hie sun, the top of the cap l<»p|>ed over iii 
flout; had a lube face on; it was kinder yellow­ 
ish; thougiit it n a s a man first with queer 
looking eye?, but finally thought lie must have 
a false face on, he had such queer eyes. 
Hi* 
pants were iu his boots; pants rallier of a yel­ 
lowish color; wlicn they left it was 8 o’clock. 
I went up to Mrs. Row’s and said there has 
been robbers to our house. 
‘•W hat!” said 
she, “so early? why it is only 8 o’clock.” 
I 
first saw these men in .Saugerties, one man 
was on Hie Exchange stoop; Mr. joe Smith 
pointed him out to me and said “ That is the 
feller!" he asked me, and said "I* that one of 
Hie fellers?” I told bim “ Y rs;” says I, “ by 
the hair, size arid whole description.” There 
were a numl>er of other ]K*rsons there ut the 
time. 
Mr. Smith pointed him out to me as 
one of the fellers. 
Tins was on Hie day they 
were arrested in Saugerties, tho Mb of March; 
Mrs. Mower wa* there. 
The examination was 
had on thai day. 
The man who was on the 
Exchange stoop was David Smith; afterwards 
ou the 1st of May I saw both Smith au l lloin- 
mel, aud then I almost mad* up my mind it 
wastbem. They wore the same kind of clothes 
and went by the house. 
Tho more I looked 
at them the more I thought it was them ; to 
the best of my knowledge and judgment the 
prisoners are tho men. 
Crms-Kramiiml—l beard the some night 
that it was Smith aud Ilommel; Garvy’s son 
told me; I believed by the size of the men; 
Mr. Legg was try when lins was said; be 
thought lie would wait a spell, the reason lie 
didn’t take oui tho w arrant; in March I was 
sworn before the Police Justice; the testimony 
was not read over; remember the jierional 
appearance, clothes, etc., just us much then 
as now; Joe Smith was Mr. Legg’s lawyer; ho 
took the examination mid asked the ques­ 
tion; the tall one had oil a long coat, and 
wore hi* pants in his boots; ins overcoat had 
a slit in behind, ?o I could see it; he stooped 
over to warm his hands; Hie evidence put 
down at the examination, “ I did not notice 
the boots,” was put down wrong; when the 
men went by the house the tail man didn't 
have rubber boots on, nor did the little one 
have a comforter on; when lie went try in 
May the little man bud the same hat aud 
coat on; I had never seen Smith before; have 
been 53 years old; have lieen the housekeeper 
of Mr. Legg for twenty-six or twenty-seven 
years; suppose Mr. Legg had been in the 
habit of keeping money in his house; was 
not frightened when the raeu were in there; 
had seen Hommei before; didn't recognize 
bim liecause he had a false face on; wbeti I 
saw Hominel before the Justice, I knew him; 
lie was dressed just the same as that night; 
if he had had a false face oil when ut Hic Jus­ 
tice's I would have known him; the 'ail! man 
had whito eyes that looked like buttermilk; 
he was close to me, near the stove; had yel­ 
lowish, shiny skin; had a cap on; couldn't 
tell what the false face was made of: sup­ 
pose it wa* muslin; didn’t notice the bools of 
the little one; don't know tiiat I noticed ins 
Pauls; he had a pistol, aud I didn't notice 
him so closely; had hi* rest on, I suppose; 
don't know Solomon Ilomm el; have heard 
the name—-what 
Solomon Hommei ? don’t 
know tiiat I told anyone afterwards that I 
was frightened; the man I recognized had on 
the same coat as Hie night of the robbery; 
Mr. Legg was not frightened. 
Cornelius W. leg?/—(This.witness was very 
deaf, so counsel had to shout to him.) 
I live 
about eight miles from the village of .Sauger­ 
ties; have lived ou that place some sixteen 
or seventeen years; prior to that, lived a little 
bJlow; on tho 17th of February, 1872, I was 
sitting by the Btove, when a small man and 
tall man came in; the tall man inquired if Mr. 
Legg was in; he said, “ Legg, I have a war­ 
rant for you, because you don’t pay enough 
taxes on your bonds and notes;” I got up to 
get out of the door, when the small one drew 
a pistol and said he would blow me through if 
I attem pted to get out; Christine Margaret 
said it was just as it was at Bear's; the tail 
man said he couldn’t help that, lie must do 
his duty. 
(The remainder of Hie testimony 
was similar to that given by the first witness.) 
In the bottom of tho chest in the bedroom he 
found the bills in the arithmetic, and said, 
See what a d - d lot of counterfeit money 
here is;” he found a small tin box In the bot­ 
tom of the chest, and got a bag of silver and 
Borne gold in a paper; there wa3 un old tin 
tobacco box with some old finger rings aud a 
pair of ear-rings in it; he turned tho l/oxover 
and said, “ This will make a d—d nice to ­ 


bacco box;” he said, “ I will take this money 
to Hommei und ho can examine how much 
counterfeit money is in it, and then day after 
to-morrow I will bring it back.” Tile tall man 
then went out to the road, the little ono wait 
ing until lie got to Hie turnpike; the tall man 
had a false face on. 
(Tile witness here de 
scribed Hie clothes and size of Hie parlies 
similar to that of Miss Lasher. 
The court here took a recess until 7 o'clock 
in the evening. 


EVENING SESSION. 
Mr. L e jj continued—Tim mask was of a 
yellowish color and drawn tight over ids face 
it was just like skin, only wasn’t Hie <?olor of 
skin; there were openings for the eyes; the 
eyes looked “kinder" lonesome; there was a 
dark spot above the eyes; couldn’t see tin 
pantaloons because of ins long overcoat; tho 
short our had a dark "fray overcoat; I have 
seen men since that who looked like them; f 
have seen men since in Saugerties that looked 
like them; that was last spring; it was a week 
or so before tho examination; I kept my eyes 
on him (Smith) on Hie stoop, and tho more I 
looked at him the more I tliouglit it was bim; 
I crowded up to him and then Smith said to 
me, “ Why in Ii—I don't you take them up, 
you have suspicion; every little liny in Bristol 
is hollering and hooting al me.” 
I had him 
taken up some time after tlm t; I tliouglit it 
was him by the looks of his person; Hic part 
of Hie face I saw I thought looked pretty near 
like him; never Dave seen him since dressed 
like he was that night; tho money I lost was 
palier money, $450 In greenbacks, three $10 
pieces and some small pieces; when they cann 
to my house they came to the kitchen door; 
went first In the sitting room looking in an 
old bareati, t hon in the ball, then in the parlor; 
they were in the house about half an hour; tin 
small man had the pistol; when I went to go 
out lie pulled out iii* pistol and said, “Do you 
see What I’ve got? 
lf you don’t stop I’ll blow 
you through.” Tho little one kept back of un 
all the time; when they came to the first chest 
Hie tall ono said, 
“ Unlock Hie chest.” 
I 
thought there would be no harm in uniockiii 
it as there was nothing but oh! clothes in it; 
after rummaging around they went in the next 
room and then told me to unlock that chest; I 
expected I would have to open it, so I un­ 
locked it; when they went out they went down 
the road; that was Hie reason I went up tin 
road; the raison I didn’t go out when they did 
was liecause I was afraid of the pistol; Hie 
weather that night was middling cold; it wa* 
plaguey bad walking, a* thoro wa* quite some 
snow on Hie ground. 
I 'ross-h'.efl),tined—Counsel Westbrook pol ut 
ing to a man (Crawford) about twelv- bvt 
distant— “ D oyou know that m an?” 
A astern'—I don't know. I have known John 
Ilommel some ti ft ecu or twenty years; John 
Hommei lived from me some three or four 
miles; ho carried on the butchering business; 
I don't want to swear positively it was John 
Hominid; I didn't I ilk mach tim! night; if 
there had been a man of Hie color .of the tail 
man I don't know how it would have teen; if 
I had seen another man with tin* same long 
coat aud same cai* on I wouldn't have thougiit 
it was Hie man liecauso I was loo well satisfied; 
when Tom Garvey told me, I was satisfied it 
was Ilommel; one reason I didn't hare them 
arrested right away was because I supposed 
the money would lie all tqxmt; I did not want 
to tell Watson Craw ford right out it w as nom ­ 
inal; I didn’t tell Crawford or Martin that I 
couldn't recognize the men if I saw them; 
don’t know what a moustache is; don't know 
whether or not he Iud hair on bls upper Hp; I 
wasn't a great ileal frightened when the men 
were there; when they drew the revolver I 
wa* a little afraid; f mean to swear .Smith fa­ 
vors Hie man who held tilt* pistol; can't swear 
nearer than H ut it wa; the man. 
(The cross-examination of this witne-s wa* 
conducted at considerable length and in a 
most searching manner in regard to the way 
the witness identified the prisoner. 
The only 
mode of identification was high cheek I Hines 
and that the form resembled him.) 
I had had 
tho gold in my house over ten or twelve year*; 
have been in the habit of keeping money iu 
the boose; own several quarries, ami when 
paid rent I sometimes keep it iii the house; of 
the p a|* r money it had bo n in the house 
pro!Ubly six months. 
Ii was iii $20 bills, 
some smaller bills, and oue or I wo $50 bills; 
sometimes had as high as a $1,000 in the 
liouac at a tim e; generally kept the money at 
home. 
I got one $50 of Jerry O'Brien who 
work* a quarry for me; I ani a farmer also. 
Samuel Hansom testified to the interview 
between Legg und > bi it ii at the Exchange 
Hotel. 
Smith said to L"gg "H av e y o u any 
suspicion?” 
Legg said “ I have.” Smith 
said, “ It puts me iii a h—I of a fix you hav­ 
ing suspicion on me.”

Joseph Wultz: You have been con vide*I of 
the greatest crime known to law: that is, the 
deliberate and wilful taking with design Hie 
life of a fellow tieing. 
The Court ha* no op­ 
tion, much as it shrinks from tin* discharge 
of this painful duty, but to pronounce uj>oti 
you the dread sentence of DEATH. 
Iii the justice of the verdict which has found 
>ou guilty of this great and high crime tin* 
Court most fully concur*. 
Whatever voiild lie 
done for you by the skill aud talent of man, 
has been done. 
I need not speak iii commendatory terms of 
the great effort which counsel has made iii 
your behalf. 
The jury and the Court have 
listened with pleasure to his eloquent aud forci­ 
ble appeals for you, presenting every possible 
consideration aud every possible motive that 
could nuns the judgments or Hie hearts of 
men; but the result could not be ollierwi.-e. 
That you understood that crime—that you 
knew that you ought not to take tho life of a 
Hisn who trusted himself to your care, we fully 
believe.

On Sunday evening the steamer Norwich 
left this city and proceeded down the river un­ 
til she met the steamer George A. Hoyt with 
four of ihc Washington Ice Company’s barges 
in tow at Butter Hill, northern entrance to 
the Highlands. 
The Norwich took tho barges 
from the lloyt, which returned to New York, 
while the former came to this city, encounter­ 
ing a great deal of heavy ice between Pough­ 
keepsie and the mouth of the creek. 
From 
Poughkeepsie to the northern entrance of 
Crum Elbow the ice is fast and heavy ; from 
the Elbow to Esopus Island there is ail open 
space and from the island to Rondout light­ 
house there are masses of heavy, tough ice.— 
At the mouth ofthecrgek the Norwich ground­ 
ed for awhile, owing to the extreme lowness 
of the tide. 
The four barges were brought 
here to he laden with ice taken from the ponds 
on the line of the N. Y., K. & .S. Railroad. 


W in d )'. 
For the past few days the wind has blown a 
gale in the couutry along the line of the N. Y., 
K. & S. Railroad, and when it came sweeping 
down the mountain passes, its force was al­ 
most irresistible. 
A team with wagon could 
scarcely move when traveling against it, while 
a man would be lifted from his feet in spite of 
himself. 
Saturday night it became almost a 
hurricane; boards were twisted from the fences 
and carried a long distance, the houses creak­ 
ed and shivered in the blast as though they 
would be lifted from their foundations, aud so 
steady and powerful did the wind blow, a man 
could lay u slab high up against the side of a 
house, and it would stay there as if nailed fast. 
If it was a hurricane at the foot of the moun­ 
tains, it must have been fearful on the top of 
them,and we only wonder the Overlook house, 
sheltered as it is, wasn’t swept down the prec­ 
ipice in front of it.

An up-river exchange says, “The steamers 
McManus and Redfleld will form Hie night 
line from Hudson to New York the coming 
season, and the Gen. Sedgwick is to leave 
Hudson 
every 
morning for New 
York, 
ami the metropolis every evening.” That is 
intended to be understood that the Gen. Sedg­ 
wick is to leave the metropolis every eve­ 
ning if she is so fortunate as to reach it after 
leaving Hudson in tho morning.

wonder if Captain Anderson don’t want to 
give away the Mary Powell ? 
The steamer Mary Powell, on Monday fore­ 
noon, was towed from her winter quarters in­ 
side the break-water at Port Eweu to her 
wharf In this city, where she will receive lier 
usual spring overhauling and decoration. She 
now flies the broad pcnant of Vice Admiral 
Jansen Anderson, vice Admiral Absalom An­ 
derson absent onjeave.

The ice business along the line of the N. Y., 
K. A S. E. R- has furnished work for a large 
number of people and left quite an amount of 
ready money in the country. 
Last Saturday 
at the Boaverkill sLation it looked as though 
the people had turned out to witness a militia 
review. 
At that place a long train was being 
loaded,and the place was crowded with teams 
attached to loads of ice. 
This ice is taken 
from a sheet, of water called Temple's Pond, 
which lies about a mila from tho depot, and 
is much better ice than that taken from the 
river. 
It is drawn from the pond to the cars 
by teams, the price paid being six cents a 
cake. 
The usual load being from twenty to 
twenty-live cakes, men have been known to 
make as bigh as $10 a day with a good team. 
Large quantities of ice are also taken from 
the pond in the marsh above Stony Hollow. 
A switch has been built for this purpose, and 
the ice is then drawn to the cars with teams, 
as from Temple's Pond. 
The business, how­ 
ever, is about finished; for the heat of the 
sun will soon put an end to the ice, if it has 
not already doue so. 


Serm on b y R o t. J . J . D e a n . 
The following is a synopsis of the sermon 
last Sunday evening at the Rondout M. E. 
Church by the pastor on Hebrews XV., 8; 
“ Jesus Christ, the same yesterday, and to­ 
day, and forever.” 
Christ is unchangeable in his nature aud 
purposes, the same yesterday ¡as to-day and 
forever, but is revealed unto U3 according to 
our faith, hope aud love. 
The Christ of to­ 
day or Christianity at present is far iii ad­ 
vance of yesterday. 
This appears In the su­ 
perior nature of religion to withstand all error 
and opposition till they are overcome, and in 
making all secular truth subservient to its 
purposes. Science falsely so called has boasted 
time after time that it would eclipse tho light 
of religious truth, but time after lime has been 
eclipsed by the Gospel, and lias gone out, in 
darkness. 
Science truly so called in every 
department of her work has borrowed light 
from the Cross of Christ. 
The wise men of- 
the East followed the star; it led them to 
Christ. 
Ho is the true light that lightens 
every man that cometh into the world. 
It 
outshines every other and increases its own 
brilliancy more and more till the perfect day. 
The disciples of Socrates, Plato and Aristotle, 
of Decarte3 and Splnosa, of Locke and Leibt- 
nitz, of Kent and Fitche and Hegel, have 
grown beautifully less with tho flight of the 
ages. 
One school of philosophy exploded the 
principles of another till all were iu frag­ 
ments. 
Modern sceptics have shown their 
folly iu gathering up the fragments of those 
old exploded principles and framing them in­ 
to a now philosophy. 
The old wine put into 
new bottles has burst them and the wine is 
spilled and their labor is lost. 
But the principles of the gospel are sound 
and solid and sublime a3 the everlasting hills. 
Tho disciples of Jesus have multiplied and 
handed their faith to the millions. 
One dark 
place after another has been visited and made 
light in the Lord, till the present, more fully 
than the past, promises that the whole earth 
shall be filled with the knowledge and glory 
of God. . Christianity sits in beautiful triumph 
aud rides from shore to shore oil every crest­ 
ed 
wave of human progress. 
The 
first 
message 
that 
was 
transmitted 
by 
the 
Atlautic cable was the very substance of the 
gospel: “ Glory to God in the highest, on 
earth peace and good will to men.” 
This was 
America’s salutation to England, and Eng­ 
land’s answer back. 
Men may have thought 
nothing especial of it, but the God of nature 
and of nations did. 
lie meant that one of 
the grandest achievements of modern science 
should preach his glorious gospel before any­ 
thing else. 
So is steam,tho great mechanical 
agent of commerce, which is used to manu­ 
facture and move and publish the works aud 
wisdom of man, also used to publish the 
wisdom and will of God. 
By the use of steam 
the Bible is published in every language that 
is spoken by the babbling race. 
And this is 
but indicative of the use that Christ makes of 
every material agency and invention under 
the sun to extend and build up to perfection 
his everlasting kingdom. 
Christianity not only keeps pace willi hu­ 
man progress, but goes ahead. 
The world 
was 4,000 years old when Christ appeared in 
person upon its stage. 
Science had had a 
long day and plenty of opportunities to show 
its power to enlighten and save man. 
But 
history shows that the world grew worse and 
wickeder instead of better. 
It was not until 
the Sun of Righteousness arose above the ho­ 
rizon that doubt and darkness and supersti­ 
tion were dispelled, and a better day dawned. 
All the glory of that better day belongs to 
Christ, and should be credited to his gospel. 
It outshines everythingVdse; Christ’s voice is 
heard above the wildest storm, and sounds 
like sweet music through all the earth. 
Sci­ 
ence and art have given it many a beautiful 
inflection; but the sound of tl.e silver trumpet 
is certain. 
Old men and little children hear 
it and heed it, and rise up and call Him 
blessed; princes pay their homage at his 
feet, and His praise is on the lips of kings. 
In the second place the churches bear testi­ 
mony to the same truth that Christ is more 
fully revealed to-day than yesterday. Sceptics 
have endeavored to turn the churches against 
Christ. The opposition of the dilleront branches 
has been seized by wicked hands to uproot 
the tree of life. 
And this opposition has fur­ 
nished too much power. 
A difference of opin­ 
ions has run into a spirit of intolerance and 
often into persecution, and some of the most 
abominable of outrages have been committed 
in the name of Christ. 
But men must learn to 
differ without coming to blows. 
According to 
nature the tree has many branches and its 
branches are its beauty. 
So according to the 
nature and condition of the human mind men 
must differ, but those very differences should 
furnish the occasion to show to the world the 
beauty of that charity that hopeth all things, 
and endureth all-things, and belieyeth all 
thiugs. 
And that is pre-eminently tho spirit 
of the churches of to-day. 
Their eyes have 
been opened to see that their especial creed 
does not pronounce the whole of Christianity; 
and that their confession of faith does not 
fathom the infinite Christ. 
In looking around 
to see just what others did hold and teach, in 
digging down to the very foundations of each 
others' theology, to tiicir surprise they have 
discovered at tho bottom of their faith and 
hope the same chief corner stone, elect and 
precious, Jesus Christ, the same yesterday, 
to-day and forever. 
And in looking up to see 
where they were tending, they have discovered 
there is one God over all blessed forcvermore. 
The different denominations have become 
ashamed of their petty warfare and have, as a 
general thing, thrown down their carnal weap­ 
ons and have joined hearts, and hands and 
voices to do and suffer, to love and praise as 
with one heart and voice the Lord God Most 
High. 
In the third place individual Christian ex­ 
perience runs higher to-day than yesterday or 
ever before. 
There is a fuller, and riper and 
richer realization of Christ’s power to save. 
All this hue and cry about the failure of 
Christianity, and the decline of Methodism and 
Protestantism is premature aud a great hum­ 
bug. 
I stand here before you to-night in the 
name of my Lord and Master to preach to you 
better things. 
Wicked as the world is yet, I 
venture the assertion that it is less wicked and 
inore benevolent to-day than ever before. And 
because the churches never stood shoulder to 
shoulder, and in sweeter sympathy, and love 
aud harmony than at present; and simply be­ 
cause there is more love of Christ shed abroad 
in the human heart. 
The chut ches are better 
because the members are better men and 
women. 
There is more piety aud less preju­ 
dice to-day than ever. 
It is prejudice and 
bigotry and blindness that has led to exclu­ 
siveness and.sectarianism and finally to perse­ 
cution. 
It is prejudice boru of ignorance 
that has caused so much ill will among man­ 
kind. 
Who arc the men who have steadily 
voted that others had no riglit3 they were 
hound to respect? Men so ignorant they could 
not write their own names. 
Who arc the im­ 
migrants who have stubbornly denied to oth­ 
er immigrants the very immunities and privil­ 
eges of citizenship that were given to them ? 
Mon so ignorant they could neither write their 
own name3, nor read what others have writ­ 
ten. 
As men become enlightened they grow 
liberal and kind and considerate to others. .It 
is Christian enligbtment that ha3 produced 
such a change in the churches. 
Religion is 
more intelligent to-day than ever, and conse­ 
quently more tolerant, and no les3 enthusias­ 
tic than that of the past. 
Our fathers did 
welljbut their children have done better,. and 
ought, for they have had better advantages. 
Our fathers traveled circuits of hundreds of 
miles in circumference, forded rivers and en­ 
dured hardness as good soldiers of tho Cross. 
But their children have been no less abundant 
in labors. 
There are men in the itineracy of 
to-day who38 circuits follow the sun and 
whose parish is tho world. 
Our 
beloved 
Bishop Kingsley sleeps to-night .at Beyroot, 
whore lie fell, at his post of duty, thousands 


of miles away from his fr-ieuds and home and 
loved ones. 
The missionary spirit in ten 
thousand times ten thousand hearts is beating 
witii more force and zeal to-day than ever. 
In the fourth place this progress is tested by 
its cost. 
Religion costs something nowadays, 
and the cost of an article is an indication of 
its worth. 
I do not mean to be understood 
that religion can be estimated in dollars aud 
ceuts, but our appreciation of it cau be partly 
expressed in that way. 
The Christian church 
is the cheapest institution in the world, but 
yesterday so to speak it was infinitely cheaper. 
The privileges of the Gospel formerly cost lit­ 
tle or nothing. 
To-day the people are willing 
to pay for such privileges, a3 for others. 
Men 
who thirty years ago received one hundred dol­ 
lars per year for prdSching Christ, to-day re­ 
ceive five thousand. 
The centenary year of 
Methodism witnessed the people bringing their 
gifts to the holy altars literally by the millions. 
Then our church makes an annual appropria­ 
tion of a million dollars to teach the heathen 
the way of life. 
These material sacrifices are 
evidences of Christian progress. 
The wicked 
world looks on and wonders at it, aud says, 
“ Sec how those Christians love their Lord.” 
Still larger appropriations are to be made, 
and the people are willing to meet them. The 
whole army are to be fed and, clothed 
d 
equipped anew and the work pushed forward 
till every doubting castle in tho land is de­ 
molished. 
The obligation is upon us — 
From Greenland’s icy m ountains, 
From India’s coral strand. 
W here A frie’s sunny fountains 
Roll down their golden sand; 
From many an ancient river, 
From many a palmy plain 
They call us to deliver 
Their land from error’s chain. 
Docs the church make no answer? Yes, ten 
thousand voices cry— 
Salvation, Oh ! Salvation ! 
The Joyful sound proclaim, 
Till earth’s rem otest nation 
Has learned Messiah’s name. 
Again, Christ is not only more fully re­ 
vealed to-day in the use that religion makes 
of science and art to advance Christ’s king­ 
dom, and in the better spirit of the churches, 
the deeper piety of tho heart and the materi­ 
al sacrifices that arc cheerfully made to the 
Cross, but also in the better knowledge men 
have of Christ,and the exalted ministry of that 
knowledge. In days gone by the Christian could 
only make his influence publicly felt through 
the pulpit. The many were shut up to the lower 
walks of life. 
But to-day how changed! The 
Christian is at the bar pleading for justice,up­ 
on the beuch administering justice,iu the Leg­ 
islature and both houses of Congress making 
laws and in the British Parliament,everywhere 
in the higher walks of life. 
To-day the edi­ 
tor sits in his easy chair, daily dictating to 
the teeming ffiillions pure Christian truth, 
whose risiug, spreading glory is to divide the 
darkness and lift the shadow of sin and su­ 
perstition from this and every land. 
Jesus 
Christ, the same yesterday,to-day and forever, 
sits enthroned in the Heavens aud his Spirit 
rests upon the earth a constant inspiration. 
It comes to us in .trouble as consolation; it 
comes to us in weakness as power; it comes 
to the ignorant as an unerring guide; to the 
broken-hearted as a healer; and all mankind 
by its almighty power is being reconciled, re­ 
deemed and drawn into the bosom and em­ 
brace of the everlasting Father.

Court was duly called at 2 P. M. Monday 
afternoon, and a movement made to call and 
try the case of The People vs. David Smith, 
but as a number of the witnesses were absent, 
the civil case No. 110, Wm. Dutcher agst. 
John W. Kerr, wa3 taken up aud argued. The 
attorneys are B. Turner, Jr., for the plaintiff, 
Wm. Louusbcry of couusel for plaintiff, Henry 
Griffith for the defendant. 
The Judge re­ 
served his decision. 
In the case of The People vs. David Smith, 
the witnesses having come, a jury was called 
and the trial commenced. 
The attorneys are 
the District Attorney and J. N. Fiero for the 
prosecution, F. L. Wc3tbrook for the prisoner. 
¡Smith is a man of medium stature, with a bold 
look and features, black hair, and short black 
whiskers round the face, no moustache. 
He 
stands indicted as heretofore stated, jointly 
with o n e 
Hommcl for entering the liou3e 
of Cornelius W. Legg near Saugerties, on 
the 17th day ot February 1872, and robbing 
him of some $500 in money. 
These two men, 
one a tall man and the other a short man, 
entered the house, and the tall man said he 
liail come to make a search to see if lie paid 
sufficient 
taxes oil bis bonds and notes 
Finally the small one drew from his pocket a 
pistol, and told him if lie moved lie would 
blow him through. 
Mr. Legg then, as a man 
naturally would do, sat down, when the rob­ 
bers went through the house aud took the 
money, the amount before stated. 
The tall 
man wore a mask, while the smaller one had 
a comforter round his neck. 
The strong point 
of the defense no doubt will be the lack of 
proof of identity, and in regard to this it is 
probable the evidence given by the prosecu­ 
tion will not be as strong as it might be. 
Christina Lasher was the first witness 
called, who testified—I am Hie housekeeper 
of Cornelius W. Legg; live in the northwest 
part of the town of Saugerties, at a place 
called Browerville; I remember tho robbery; 
it wa3 on the 17th of February, between 7 and 
8 o’clock in the evening; a knock was heard 
at the door; Mr. Legg said “Como in,” and 
two men entered. 
The tall one said he had a 
warrant, that we didn’t pay taxes enough on 
notes and bonds; that ho had a horse and 
wagon out doors. 
I told him it was the 3ame 
way at Mr. Bears’ at Briston's (a robbery had 
been committed there a short time before); 
Mr. Legg got up to oponj the door. 
The tall 
one then told the little one to take care of 
them; the little one then took his pistol out 
and said he would blow him through if ho 
stirred. 
Mr. Legg then sat down. 
The tall 
one took the lamp and went in the other room. 
He first felt under the bed; found a chest; the 
tall man told Mr. Legg to open the chest; Mr. 
Legg opened it but they found nothing in it. 
Then he went to the other chest in the bed 
room aud told Mr. Legg to open that. 
In this 
chest he found a roll of bills in an old arith­ 
metic, and some silver in a bag. 
He said I 
will take this money down to Squire Hum­ 
mel's and day after to-morrow will return it 
if It is all right; the little oue had on a dark 
gray overcoat, black hat with wide rim, mid­ 
dling high crown; a woolen hat, dark hair, 
dark eyes, pretty dark skin; had a grey mixed 
or white comforter, dirty round his face. 
He 
bad dark whiskers, heavier than they are now. 
The tall man had a big long overcoat.' on, 
plush cap, coat came below his knees; had 
rubber boots on, brown plush cap faded with 
the sun, the lop of the cap lopped over in 
front; had a false face on; it was kinder yellow­ 
ish; thought it was a mau first with queer 
looking eyes, but finally thought lie must have 
a false face on, he had such queer eyes. 
His 
pants were in his hoots; pants rather of a yel­ 
lowish color; when they left it was 8 o’clock. 
I went up to Mrs. Row’s and said there has 
been robbers to our bouse. 
“W hat!” said 
she, “so early? why it is only 8 o'clock.” I 
first saw these men in Saugerties, one man 
was on the Exchange stoop; Mr. J0e Smith 
pointed him out to me and said “That is the 
feller!” he asked me, and said “Is that one of 
the fellers?” 
I told him “Yes;” says I, “by 
the hair, size and whole description.” There 
were a number of other persons there at the 
time. 
Mr. Smith pointed him out to me as 
one of the fellers. 
This was on the day they 
were arrested in Saugerties, the 8lh of March; 
Mrs. Mower was there. 
The examination was 
had on that day. 
The man who was on the 
Exchange stoop was David Smith; afterwards 
ou the 1st of May I saw both Smith and llom- 
mel, and then I almost made up my mind it 
was them. They wore the same kind of clothes 
and went by the house. 
The more I looked 
at them the more I thought it wa3 them; to 
the best of my knowledge and judgment the 
prisoners arc the men. 
Cross-Examined—I heard tho same night 
that it was Smith and llomme]; Garvy’a son 
told me; I believed by the size of the men; 
Mr. Legg was by when this was said; he 
thought he would wait a spell, the reason he 
didn’t take out the warrant; in March I was 
sworn before the Police Justice; the testimony 
was not read over; remember the personal 
appearance, clothes, etc., just a3 much then 
as now; Joe Smith was Mr. Legg’s lawyer; he 
took the examination and asked the ques­ 
tion; the tall one had on a long coat, and 
wore his pants in his boots; his overcoat had 
a slit iu behind, so I could see it; lie stooped 
over to warm his hands; the evidence put 
down at the examination, “ I did not notice 
the boots,” was put down wrong; when the 
men went by the house the tall man didn't 
have rubber boots on, nor did the little one 
have a comforter on; when he went by in 
May the little man had the same hul and 
coat on; I had never seen Smith before; have 
been 53 years old; have been the housekeeper 
of Mr. Legg for twenty-six or twenty-seven 
years; suppose Mr. Legg had been in the 
habit of keeping money in his house; was 
not frightened when the men were in there; 
had seen Ilommel before; didn’t recognize 
him because he had a false face on; when I 
saw Ilommel before the Justice, I knew him; 
he was dressed just the same as that night; 
if he had had a false face on when at the Jus­ 
tice’s I would have known him; the Hill man 
had white eyes that looked like buttermilk; 
ke was close to mo, near the stove; had yel­ 
lowish, shiny skin; bad a cap on; couldn't 
tell what the false face was made of: sup 
pose it was muslin; didn’t irotice the hoots of 
the little one; don’t know that I noticed his 
pants; lie had a pistol, and I didn’t notice 
him so closely; had his vest on, I suppose; 
don’t know Solomon Ilommel; have heard 
tho name—what Solomon Ilommel ? don’t 
know that I told anyone afterwards that I 
was frightened; the man I recognized had on 
the same coat as the night of the robbery; 
Mr. Legg was not frightened. 
Cornelius W .'Legg—(This witness was very 
deaf, *o counsel had to shout to him.) 
I live 
about eight miles from the village of Sauger­ 
ties; have lived on that place some sixteen 
or seventeen years; prior to that, lived a little 
be*low; on tho 17tb of February, 1872, Iw as 
sitting by tho stove, when a small man and 
tall man came in; the tall man inquired if Mr. 
Legg was in; he said, “ Legg, I have a war­ 
rant for you, because you don’t pay enough 
taxes on your bond3 and notes;” I got up to 
got out of the door, when the small one drew 
a pistol and said he would blow me through if 
I attempted to get out; Christine Margaret 
said it was just as it was at Bear’s; tho tall 
man said he couldn’t help that, he must do 
his duty. 
(The remainder of the testimony 
was similar to that given by the first \vitnes3.) 
In the bottom of tho chest in the bedroom he 
found the bills in the arithmetic, and said, 
“ See what a d—d lot of counterfeit money 
here is;” he found a small tin box in the bot­ 
tom of the chest, and got a bag of silver and 
some gold in a paper; there was an old tin 
tobacco box with some old finger rings aud a 
pair of ear-rings in it; he turned the box over 
and said, “ This will make a d—d nice to­ 


bacco box;” he said, "I tvlll take this money 
to Ilommel and he can examine how much 
counterfeit money 18 in it, and then day after 
to-morrow I will bring it back.” The tall uiau 
then went out to the road, the little one wait- 
iug until begot to the turnpike; tho tall man 
had a false face on. 
(The witness here de­ 
scribed the clothes and size of the parties 
similar to that of Miss Lasher. 
The court here took a recess until 7 o’clock 
in the evening. 


EVENING SESSION. 
Mr. Legg continued— The mask was of a 
yellowish color and drawn tight over his face; 
it was just like skin, only wasn’t the color of 
skin; there were openings for the eyes; the 
eyes looked “kinder” lonesome; there was a 
dark spot above the eyes; couldn’t see the 
pantaloons because of his long overcoat; the 
short one liad a dark gray overcoat; I have 
seen men since that who looked like tlicm; I 
have seen men since in Saugerties that looked 
like them; that was last spring; it was a week 
or so before the examination; I kept my eyes 
on him (Smith) ou the stoop, and the more 1 
looked at him the more I thought it was him; 
I crowded up to him and then Smith said to 
me, “ Why in li—1 don’t you take them up, 
you have suspicion; every little boy in Bristol 
is hollering and hooting al me.” 
1 had him 
taken up some time after that; I thought it 
was him by the looks of his person; tho part 
of the face 1 saw I thought looked pretty near 
like him; never have seen him since dressed 
like he was that night; the money I lost was 
paper money, $450 in greenbacks, three $10 
pieces and some small pieces; when they came 
to my house they came to the kitchen door; 
went first in the silting room looking in ail 
old bureau, then iu the hall, then in the parlor; 
they were in the house about half an hour; the 
small man had the pistol; when I went to go 
out he pulled out his pistol and said, “Do you 
see what I’ve got? If you don’t stop I’ll blow 
you through.” The little one kept back of me 
all the time; when they came to the first chest 
the tall one said, 
“ Unlock the chest.” 
I 
thought there would be no harm in unlocking 
it as there was nothing but old clothes in it; 
after rummaging around they went in the next 
room and then told me to unlock that chest; I 
expected I would have to open it, so I un­ 
locked it; when they went out they went down 
the road; that was the reason I went up the 
road; the reason I didn’t go out when they did 
was because I was afraid of the pistol; the 
weather that night was middling cold; it was 
plaguey bad walking, as there was quite some 
snow on tho ground. 
Cross-Examined—Couusel Westbrook point­ 
ing to a man (Crawford) about twelve feel 
distant— “ Do you know that man ?” 
Answer—I don’t know. I have known John 
Ilommel some fifteen or twenty years; John 
Ilommel lived from me some three or four 
miles; ho carried ou the butchering business; 
I don't want to swear positively it was John 
Ilommel; I didn’t talk much that night; if 
there had been a man of tiie co'.or ¿of the tall 
man I don't know how it would have leen; if 
I had seen another man with tho same long 
coat aud same cap on I wouldn’t have thought 
it was the mau because 1 was too well satisfied; 
when Tom Garvey told me, I was satisfied it 
was Ilommel; one reason I didn’t have them 
arrested right away was because I supposed 
the money would be all spent; I did not want 
to tell Watson Crawford right out it was Iloin- 
mel; I didn’t tell Crawford or Martin that I 
couldn’t recognize the men if I saw them; 
don't know what a moustache is; don’t know 
whether or not he had hair on his upper lip; I 
wasn’t a great deal frightened when the men 
were there; when they drew the revolver I 
was a little afraid; I mean to swear Smith fa­ 
vors the man who held the pistol; can’t swear 
nearer than that it wa3 the man. 
(The cross-examination of this witness was 
conducted at considerable length and in a 
most searching manner in regard to the way 
the witness identified the prisoner. 
The only 
n\ode of identification was high cheek bones 
and that the form resembled him.) 
1 had had 
the gold in my house over ten or twelve years; 
have been in the habit of keeping money in 
the house; own several quarries, and when 
paid rent I sometimes keep it in the house; of 
the paper money it had been in the house 
probably six months. 
It was in $20 bills, 
some smaller bills, and one or two $50 bills; 
sometimes had as high as a $1,000 in the 
house at a time; generally kept the money at 
home. 
I got one $50 of Jerry O'Brien who 
works a quarry for me; I am a farmer also. 
Samuel Ransom testified to the interview 
between Legg and Smith at the Exchange 
Hotel. 
Smith said to Legg “ Have you any 
suspicion?” 
Legg said “ I have.” 
Smith 
said, “ It puts me in a h—1 of a fix you hav­ 
ing suspicion on me.”

The trial of Joseph Waltz, indicted for mur­ 
dering the scissors-grindcr Hulcher, which lias 
been in progress at Catskill for several days, 
was brought to a conclusion on Saturday.— 
The jury, after being out for an hour, returned 
a verdict of guilty of murder in the first de­ 
gree. 
The jury was (lulled, aud each and every 
one said that was their verdict. 
The Judge 
then asked the prisoner why the sentence of 
the law should not be pronounced. 
The pris­ 
oner replied by counsel who asked for a stay 
of proceedings, which was denied. 
Judge Westbrook then directed the prisoner 
to stand up, when he pronounced the follow- 


Joseph Waltz: You have been convicted of 
the greatest crime known to law: that is, the 
deliberate and wilful taking with design the 
life of a fellow being. 
The Court has no op­ 
tion, much as it shrinks from the discharge 
of this painful duty, but to pronounce upon 
you the dread sentence of DEATH. 
In the justice of the verdict which lias found 
you guilty of tb¡3 great and high crime the 
Court most fully concurs. 
Whatever could be 
done for you by the skill and talent of man, 
has been doue. 
I need not speak in commendatory terms of 
tbe great eflort which counsel has made in 
your behalf. 
The jury and the Court have 
listened with pleasure to his eloquent and forci­ 
ble appeals for you, presenting every possible 
consideration and every possible motive that 
could move the judgments or the hearts of 
men; but the result could not be otherwise. 
That you understood that crime—that you 
knew that you ought not to take the life of a 
man who trusted himself to your care, we fully 
believe. 
When you took the body at the dead hour 
of night and buried it, as you supposed, from 
human view; when you burned the machine 
which he carried with him; when you sought 
to erase all traces of blood which the crime 
had left behind; those facts show too well a 
consciousness on your part of what you had 
done. 
There was only one inference which 
could possibly bo drawn, and that was, know 
ing that you had broken the laws of God and 
man, you meant to escape punishment if you 
could. 
We sympathise with your father. 
We sym­ 
pathise with your mother and si3ter, and also 
with you)' brother who is absent in a distant 
state. 
We also sympathise with you. 
You 
must prepare to meet your God. 
‘You must 
prepare to render to Him as well as to this 
earthly tribunal, and to this people, whose 
laws you have broken, an account of that 
terrible night’s doings. Prepare to meet Him. 
We shall give you time and opportunity so to 
do. 
It is a terrible thing to stand in the pres­ 
ence of the Great Judge who has said: 
“ Thou shalt not kill” and to answer for such 
violation of his law. 
We commend you 
to His mercy—we commend you 
to 
His 
grace. 
Joseph Waltz, the sentence of tho Court ¡3, 
that you be imprisoned in the jail of the county 
of Greene until the first day of May next, and 
that ou that day, between the hour3 of 10 and 
‘2 o’clock, you be hanged within the prison 
walls of the county of Greene, or a yard or en­
